Countess Tornowska, Once Sentenced to 
Three Years, and Afterwards Expelled 
from Italy, Commits Suicide. 


(BY CABLE TO THR CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, Aug. 17.-A dispatch from St. 
Pe gays that Countess Tarnovska, 
the adventuress who was sen- 
tenced to eight years’ imprisonment at Venice 
three years ago, for her part in the murder 
of Count Kamarowski, but was afterwards 
pardoned and expelled from Italy, was found 


| dead in a railroad car in which she was 


traveling from St. Petersburg to Kieff today. 
She had strangled herself with a silk scarf. 

Countess Marie Tarnovska, a beautiful 
Russian woman, was charged and found 
guilty of having persuaded a jealous youth, 
Nikolas Naumoff, to go to Venice from Vi- 
enna and kill Count Kamarowski in order 
that she might obtain $100,000 life insurance, 
the policy for which Kamarowski had taken 
out in her name. The countess, it was said, 
was engaged to marry Kamarowski. 

The court also found Naumoff gulity, but 
mentally unbalanced, and sentenced him to 
three years’ imprisonment. .

This board has complete jurisdiction of the 
rooms in the capitol and their designation 
for the uses of the different departments. 
As Lieut. Gov. Glynn said tonight: 

„The executive chamber is where the gov- 
ernor is, and a person is not governor merely 
because he is occupying rooms which have 
heretofore been designated as the execu- 
tive chambers.” 

When the proposed move of the trustees 
has been made the employés in the execu- 
tive chamber will be notified that if they de- 
sire to receive their pay on the first of the 
month from the state controller they had 
better recognize Acting Gov. Glynn. It is 
not believed it would take much coercion to 
induce the eivil service commission to recog- 
nize Glynn as acting governor. 


Mre. Sulzer Faces Quiz. 

The Frawley investigating committee is 
expected to issue ae Jane Doe summons for 
a trained nurse who attended the governor's 
wife. 

This nurse, who was discharged on Satur- 
day because, as Gov. Sulzer explained to a 
friend,; “she. talkey too much,” returned 
to her home in New York immediately. The 
young woman's name and identity are being 
closely guarded. Attempts to ascertain her 
whereabouts here today were without result. 

While the Frawley committee has been re- 
luctant about touching upon what is referred 
to here as the woman phase ot the im- 
peachment situation, it now feels that Mrs. 
Suizer’s “ confession and {illness have been 
capitalized to an extent where al! facts re- 
lating thereto must be subjected to test. 

It is the frank assertion of many senators 
and assemblymen that Mrs. Sulzer’s con- 
fession’’ has not had the calculated effect 
and that before they will permit her to shoul- 
der the burden of odium attaching, an in- 
vestigation must be made to determine 
whether she is acting on impulse or whether 
the facts as admitted by her can be estab- 
lished by documentary evidence. 


Rivals Spend Quiet Sunday. 

The rivals for the governorship spent a 
quiet Sabbath. Mr. Glynn was with Mrs 
Giynn at their summer home near Albany. 
Gov. Sulzer remained at the executive man- 
sion with Mrs. Sulzer most of the time, ex- 
cept when he teck a two hour automobdile 
ride alone. 

Mrs. Sulzer, according to a bulletin issued 
by the physicians in charge, shows some im- 
provement. She appears to be regaining con- 
trol of her nerves, 

At no point in Acting Governor Glynn's 
efforts to pursue the duties of governor pend- 
ine Gov.

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STRIKE PREVENTS 
PERRY WAR SCENE 


Sailors Balk When Refused 
Wage Raise and There's 
No Naval Battle at 
the Lake Fete. 


WOMAN’S LIFE PERILED? 


Author of Scenario Under Detee- 
tive Guard; Thousands View 
Rebuilt Flagship and See 
Airboat Flights. 


No naval battle was fought op the lake 
front yesterday. Several hundred paid 
“fighters "’ went on a strike and the repro- 
duction of Perry's victory over the British 
100 years ago had to be eliminated from the 
program. 

The “ supers "’ making up the crews of the 
old type war vessels had been trained and 
rehearsed for three weeks. Then labor trou- 
bles and wage disputes developed. The spec- 
tacle was given on the opening day of the 
Perry fete only under a compromise. On 
the second day the event had to be aban- 
doned. However, an attempt will be made 
to restore it to a place in the program to- 
morrow night by the use of substitute crews, 

It was said the labor troubles were agitated 
by an organization opposed to militarism. 

Two Industrial Workers of the World op- 
erators are said to have moved among the 
sailors on Saturday and started the discon- 
tent which resulted in the formation of a 
mushroom union. The supers’ immedi- 
ately demanded a raise in pay of from 81 to 
$2a day. The increase was refused and halt 
of the number quit, the others dropping out 
before the time for the second day's spec- 
tacle. 


Woman Author Threatened? 

Miss C. K. Brown of New York, one of the 
original authors of the scenario on which the 
reproduction was based and who has per- 
sonally directed the reproduction, is disap- 
pointed over the status of the project. It 
was said threats had been Made upon her 
life if she attempted to revive the spectacle. 
A detective has been assigned to her as an 
escort. 

To compensate for the ‘temporary loss of 
the battle scene from the program, it was 
announced Glenn Martin has been engaged 
to make daily flights in his airboat and 9 
7 girl from a parachute.

Parachute Girl Daring. 

Orista Martin and Miss Tiny Broadwick, 18 
year old parachute jumper, reproduced the 
sensational feature of the day’s program in 
their airboat flight and parachute leap. 
Thousands of persons, massed from Michigan 
boulevard to the lake front, watched the dar- 
ing exhibition. 

Martin, with the girl suspended in a net 
beneath the machine, ascended to a height 
of 1,200 feet over the water. Ata point just 
above the reviewing stands Miss Broadwick 
pulled the strings.which cut her loose from 
the airboat. The girl and the parachute 
dropped swiftly through the air until the 
large white envelope opened and eased the 
descent. 


Caught in Air Current. 

The girl and her filmsy support then were 
caught in an inshore air current, which car- 
ried her in from the water. By dexterous 
manipulation of the parachute and swinging 
her body in the air she managed to evade 
the telegraph wire along the lake front and 
alighted easily not twenty feet from her 
dressing tent. 

In the meantime Martin, like an aerial 
courtier, made a spiral glide around the girl, 
accompanying her almost tothe ground. At 
a point 100 feet above the wires he glided off 
into the lake and landed in the water in front 
of the grandstands. The feat was wildly 
cheered by the spectators. 

Before the grandstands the spectators wit- 
nessed shell races and canoe bouts. Crews 
from the United States life saving stations 
performed their boat drills near shore, while 
the jack tars from the United States naval 
training station and the Illinois naval re- 
serves gave an exhibition drill on the parade 
grounds. The military and naval maneuvers 
were witnessed by numerous parties of sail- 
ors on shore leave from the gunboats. 

During the evening thousands of persons 
witnessed a fireworks display and other ex- 
hibitions. 


Power Boat Races Today. 

Today's feature of the second annual wa- 
ter regatta will be the start of the power 
boat races. There is assembled in Chicago 
at the present the largest and most valuable 
collection of hydroplanes ever brought to- 
gether in America, it is said. Seventeen 
boats occupy the stalls in the boat house of 
the naval reserves. The high power water 
racers have been brought to Chicago from 
the Atlantic, the Pacific, and the gulf of 
Mexico, and numerous great lake points, In 
all, they represent an outlay of 5180. 000. 


EGYPTIAN NATIONALISTS PLOT:

Plan to Assassinate British Consul Gen- 
eral in Egypt, Now in England, Dis- 
elit nee by ere Tard.

18, 8 a. m.—The Dally 
Express prints a story to the effect that the 
government has learned of a plot by the 
Egyptian Nationalists to murder Viscount 
Kitchener. agent and consul general in 
Deypt since 1911.

The Scotland Yard authorities are looking 
for an Egyptian student who was lately at 
Oxford and who is alleged to have been 
engineering the plot for the assassination of 
Lord Kitchener through an Egyptian Ne- 
tionalist society. This student ie closely as- 
sociated with Mohammed Farid Bey, the 
notorious Egyptian Nationalist extremist.

FIVE MEN AID ‘RESCUE’ PLOT

eial.)—Two motor ears arrived at 
Reoton Point, South Norwalk, at 4 
o'clock this afternoon, and were met 
at the pier by a launch. There were 
three men in one of the automobiles 
and two in the other. 

Three of the party went aboard the 
launch, which made its way to a 
large steam yacht anchored off Roton 
Point. The launch did not return 
and the yacht steamed out into the 
sound, 

According te the South Norwalk 
police, one of the three men who went 
out on the launch corresponded to a 
description of Harry K. Thaw tele- 
graphed by Supt. Kieb of Matteawan.

away. 

When last seen he was passing through 
Stormville, a village thirteen miles from the 
hospital, in a sixty horse power touring car, 
going at Sixty miles an hour or more. Accom- 
panying the large automobile in which Thaw 
sat was another smaller machine, which 
aided in the escape. 

Five men at least were involved in the 
ercape besides Thaw. An attendant of the 
hospital who had charge of the gate through 
which Thaw walked has been arrested 
charged with aiding and abetting the escape 
—@ crime which is a felony. 

This attendant tonight denied absolutely 
that he received any money from Thaw 
or his agents, and declared he was as much 
surprised at Thaw’s escape as the public. 


Headed for Connecticut Line, 

The objective point in the first stage of 
the rescue party’s flight was the Con- 
necticut state line, only thirty-five miles 
away, and it is certain that they reached 
it almost before their pursuer’s auto started. 

Word of the escape has been telephoned 
and telegraphed to most of the big towns 
which lie not only in the direction Thaw 
possibly took but to every other big city in 
the United States and Canada. No infor- 
mation was received in return. 

The hospital authorities believe Thaw may 
have fied to the shore of Long Island sound 
and boarded a yacht, waiting with steam up, 
to rush him to Europe. 

Cannot Be Extradited. 

Once out of the state, Thaw cannot be 
‘brought back, according to a statement 
made by District Attorney Whitman of New 
York county, who is at Bretton Woods, 
N. H., on a vacation. 

“Thaw was acquitted of murder, and 
there is no indictment pending against him 
in New York,” the district attorney said. 
He cannot be extradited.” 

In this feature the case is similar to that of 
John Armstrong Chanler, now known as 
Chaloner. Chaloner was adjudged insane 
and committed to the Bloomingdale asylum 
in White Plains tn 1897. Three years later 
he escaped. He reappeared in Virginia and 
was found by a court there to be of sound 
mind. He lives there in freedom. In New 
York, however, he was insane, and still is. 

A message from Richmond tonight quotes 
Chaloner as rejoicing at Thaw’'s escape.

chauffeur, with machinelike precision to 
Thaw’'s movements. 

After that comes a milk wagon entering the 
hospital, as it always does, at exactly fifteen 
minutes before 8 o’clock. To complete the 
escape comes either the stupidity of an at- 
tendant or, as the authorities are inclined to 
believe, the criminal collusion of the af 
tendant. 

The milk wagon enters its regular way, 
the attendant stands aside, Thaw walks out 
to one of the waiting automobiles, is pulled 
in, and away. Half a mile down the road he 
is transferred to the other higher powered 
machine to avoid any chance of being caught. 
The smaller machine traile along behind the 
big car to stand ready in case of a blowout 
or an accident. 


Pursuit Proves Futile. 

The immediate pursuit amounted to prac 
tically nothing. The gateman, Howard Bare 
num, slammed the gate to when he saw Thaw 
enter the automobile. Then he ran for the 
nearest telephone and gave the alarm to the 
hospital central 

Dr. Kieb was dressing when the word 
spread There were two automobiles in the 
hospital. Four trusted attendants and a phy- 
sician were packed into one and chased after 
the trail left by the fleeing automobiles. 

It was twenty minutes after the escape 
before this machine had started. They fol- 
lowed the roads to the Connecticut state line, 
but could not find any one who had seen the 
fleeing machines go by any town after 
‘Stormville. The other machine was sent to 
the telephone central in Beacoh and from 
there word was telephoned to all the towns 
between Matteawan and Connecticut. 


Arrival of Accomplices. 

The story of the escape, as it now is pieced 
together, starts with the arrival at the Hol- 
land house, Beacon, of two young men whé 
came into the town early last Sunday morn- 
ing. They signed the register as Richard J, 
Butler and Michael O’ Keefe, took two rooma, 
had breakfast Sunday morning, and then 
went out for a stroll. 

No one knows where they went on that 
stroll, but they didn’t use up more than two 
hours or so, wherever they went. Mattea< 
wan hospital is not more than a mile and @ 
half from the Holland house, and the met 
would have had time to walk out to the hosé 
pital. 

The two got back to the Holland at abouf 
11 o'clock and reported to the bar.

Every drink 
that was bought he paid for and each time he 
took out his money Gordon hoped the four 
would stay a long time. 

Gordon happened to ask O’Keefe what he 
was doing in Beacon. O'Keefe answered 
that he wanted to buy a motorboat. He said 
he owned a dock at Highty-ninth street and 
the Hudson river, New York, and wanted to 
buy a boat to put in it.

The type- 
writing and the clerical work was more a 
concession to Thaw’s idea that he should do 
mind work than anything else. 

The other work, comprisigg a form of md 
exercise, was manual labor, shifting parcels 
around the storeroom under the direction of

Dver since Thaw has been assigned to this 
parcel room work, and it is a matter of many 
montha, he has been allowed to stroll from 
the breakfast room to the storeroom without 
particular notice being taken of him.

Feels Escape Hurts Self. 

Dr. Kieb is much worried over the escape 
and feels that in some way it is a reflection 
on him. 

‘**Goodness knows I’ve done ah I could to 
guard against just such a thing,” he said. 
‘When I came here I knew of certain privi- 
leges that Thaw had received,‘ and I cur- 
tailed them. We have 858 prisoners here 
and I regarded him as oneofthem. I saw no 
reason why he should have unusual privi- 
leges, such as the use of the telephone, the 
right to send and receive letters without 
having them inspected, and I cut off these 
privileges. 

While it is true that Thaw is only one of 
858, his case has received so much attention 
and is regarded as so important in criminal 
history that I couldn't fail to realize that his 
safe keeping was important to me. I myself 


looked over his mail, but he has not been

GLYNN TO FORCE INQUIRY. 

Albany, N. T., Aug. 17.—Telegrams were 
sent by Martin H. Glynn as acting governor 
tonight to John B. Riley, superintendent of 

state prisons, and to Dr. Raymond F. C. Kieb, 
superintendent of the Matteawan state hos- 
pital, asking for immediate information con- 
cerning the escape of Harry K. Thaw. 

“I am going to demand a rigid investi- 
gation of this whole affair,“ Mr. Glynn said. 
It is a serious matter and demands an im- 
mediate and thorough inquiry.“ 

The Matteawan state hospital is under the 
jurisdiction of the state department of pris- 
ons. Inasmuch as Supt. Riley is an ap- 
pointee of Gov. Sulzer, there was specula- 
tion in official circles tonight as to whether 
the superintendent would recognize Mr. 
Glynn as acting governor and reply to the 
message. 

A point that was discussed with interest 
was that Thaw had seized an opportune 
moment for making his escape on account of 
the conflict over the governorship. 


JEROME REFUSES COMMENT, 
Lakeville, Conn., Aug. 17.~The news of the 
escape of Harry Thaw from Matteawan 
broke in upon the quietude of the week end 
visit of William Travers Jerome, former dis- 
trict attorney of New York, at his summer 
home here. Mr. Jerome conducted the state’s 
cases against Thaw and since retirement 
from office has been retained on different oc- 
casions to oppose Thaw’s efforts to obtain 
release from the institution. 
Regarding the escape Mr. Jerome said: 
“I have no statement to make or comment 


& offer. I know nothing of the facts, as I 


have at present no connection with the ThaW 
case. There is no reason why I should say 
anything, and I am in possession of no facts.“ 


“SURPRISE,” SAYS MOTHER. 

New York, Aug. 17.—{Special.}—* Sur- 
prised? O, yes; and not sorry, either,” was 
Mrs. William Copley Thaw's comment today 
on the escape of her son, Harry K. Thaw, 
from Matteawan. 

We've had about enough of this busi- 
ness, she went on to say. Harry's affairs 
have served long enough as a bread and but- 
ter getter for a lot of people.“ 

Mrs. Thaw, who is staying at the Hotel 
Gotham with her daughter and son-in-law, 
Mr. and Mrs. George Law Carnegie, spoke 
with satisfaction, frequently in a humorous 
vein, about her son’s escapade. 

“I don’t know where Harry is,” she said, 
“but I guess he can take care of himself. 

Have I heard from him? O, no. I guess 
he doesn't think it will be safe for him to try 
to communicate with me yet. 

“I knew nothing about Harry's escape 
until Mrs. Carnegie came into my apart- 
ments with the news, which she had received 
over the telephone from one of the news- 
papers.“ 

Mrs. Thaw was intensely interested in the 
question as to whether her son would be 
liable to extradition providing he were to be 
arrested in Connecticut. 

“I don't know that he has gone to Con- 
necticut,’ she hastened to say, but some of 
the newspaper men said that when Harry 
was last seen he was heading toward the 
Connecticut line.“ | 


Scoffs at Evelyn’s Fear. 

Evelyn Thaw's declaration of fear of her 
husband brought an expression of irony from 
Mrs. Thaw.

SPENT FORTUNE FOR FREEDOM. 

Harry K. Thaw has been fighting for his 
liberty ever since his arrest on the night of 
June 26, 1906, when he walked up to Stanford 
White in Madison Square Roof garden and 
fired two shots into his head and one into his 
shoulder. A fortune has been spent in legal 
procedure to secure Thaw's release. It was 
only last February that a bribe of $25,000 was 
offered to get him out of Matteawan. 

Thaw is the son of the late William Thaw of 
Pittsburgh, who left an estate estimated at 
$40,000,000. The young man, having shown 
wild tendencies in his youth, was left only 
$2,500 a year by hisfather. His mother, Mrs. 
Mary G. Thaw, made him an allowance of 
$80,000 a year, and, with that as a beginner, 
Thaw set out to blaze the brightest path 
ever trod by any wealthy young American. 


Before he met Evelyn Nesbit, a member 


of the Florodora company at the Casino, 
he had won notoriety by his bs beauty din-

Girl Protege of White. 

Miss Nesbit had been, like a good many 
other young chorus girls, a protégé of Stan- 
ford White, at that time this country’s lead- 
ing architect. He secured for her several 
theatrical situations and sent her to a pri- 
vate school at Pompton, N. J. When she re- 
turned to New York she met Thaw and he 
became infatuated with her at first sight. 

She went to Paris with hér mother, Mr. 
White paying the bills. Thaw followed. He 
deluged her with flowers, jewelry, and atten- 
tion. In the end she left her mother and the 
young couple began a tour of the continent. 

Before two months had elapsed Evelyn 
Thaw was back in New York seeking a rec- 
onciliation with Stanford White and circu- 
lating stories about cruelty to her on the 
part of Harry Thaw. 

But in December, 1904, she sailed for Eu- 
rope again, this time with Thaw, and a year 
later they returned to be married in Pitts 
burgh with Mrs. Thaw’s approval. 

Two years elapsed before the killing of 
White. During that time Mrs. Mary Thaw 
took her daughter-in-law in hand, intro- 
duced her to Pittsburgh society and had her 
schooled in German and French. Mean- 
while Thaw had detectives constantly fol- 
lowing White in New York, and was him- 
self always under the apprehension that 
White was trying to get Mrs. Thaw back to 
New York. 

On June 15, 1906, Thaw and his wife came to 
New York and stopped at the Hotel Lorrain. 
That evening White ate dinner at the old Café 
Martin with his son and some friends. Mr. 
and Mrs. Thaw dined at the same place, and 
the tables were so located that Mrs. Thaw 
could see White, while Thaw could not. He 
knew of White's presence, however. 


Shoots White During Show. 

Atter the story had all been told time and 
again there seemed little doubt Thaw had 
determined to kill White. Following dinner 
at the Café Martin the Thaws went to the 
Madison Square Roof garden to see Mam’- 
selle Champagne.” White did not come in 
until 11:05 o’clock. He sat down with his 
friends, apparently not having seen Thaw. 
—_——————————— TY 
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A few minutes later Thaw got up, walked | 


over to White's table, and deliberately fired 
from the rear. White never knew who killed 
him. 

Thaw was taken to the West Thirtieth 
street station without an effort on his part to 
escape and locked up. The next morning, 
after a brief proceeding, he was remanded to 
the coroner and sent down to the Tombs. 

The inquest was held on June 28. Only 
witnesses of the shooting were called and 
Thaw was speedily held for the grand jury. 
From the coroner’s court the witnesses re- 
tired immediately to the grand jury room, 


and at the end of an hour Thaw was indicted | 


for murder in the first degree. 


First Trial a Failure. 

Then began a long period of preparation for 
the trial. Thaw had difficulties with his 
counsel, who wanted to prove him insane. 
He refused to comply with their wishes. New 
counsel was retained and the case was called 
for trial Jan. 21. 1907, before Justice Fitz- 
gerald in the criminal branch of the New 
York Supreme court. 

During this time and subsequently Thaw's 
wife stood up for him through thick and thin. 
She visited him regularly in the Tombs, and 
when the trial was in progress took the stand 
unflinchingly in his behalf and kept nothing 
back. The trial was in many respects the 
most spectacular of ‘its kind ever enacted in 
New York. ‘ 

After three months the jury was locked up 
for forty-seven hours before they decided it 
was impossible to agree. Application for a 
new trial was made immediately, but because 
of delays of one kind and another it was not 
called until a year later. Thaw was found 
insane Feb. 1,'1908. Four hours later he was 
on his way to the asylum for the criminal 
insane at Matteawan.

ON CURRENCY ACT 


Political Observers Fear Repe- 
tition of Rupture in 
Ranks in 1896. 


‘WILSON PLANS OPPOSED. 


Led by Representative Henry In- 
surgents Control Caucus and 
Demand Voice in Bill. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) . 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 17.—[Special.]—Is 
the Democratic party going to split on the 
currency question as it did in 1896? 

This is the question uppermost in the minds 
ef most of the observers of the end of 
affairs in the caucus of the Democrats of 
the house of representatives which is con- 
sidering the administration currency Dill. 
It is a common topic of speculation among 
politicians in and out of congress. 

The events of the last week demonstrated 

that the administration and the leaders of 
the house majority are alarmed by the de- 
veloping situation and are exerting all their 
influence to prevent a schism. The crisis 
probably will be reached some time this week 
when the radical Democrats will make their 
final attacks on the Glass m<asure. 

Just as in 1909 and 1910, when there were 
Republican insurgents, there now are Demo- 
eratic insurgents. President Wilson, Speak- 
er Clark, and Majority Leader Underwood 
ere beginning to find the Democratic insur- 
gents quite as troublesome as President 
Taft, Cannon, and Mann found the Repub- 
lican insurgents. 


Insurgents Block Currency Bill, 

The indications are that the Democratic 
insurgents are starting out with greater 
strength than their Republican forerunners 
ever had in the house. Led by Repfesentative 
Henry of Texas, the radicals startled Under- 
wood and Glass, who confidently expected to 
put the currency bill through the caucus in 
less than a week. The.insurgents, after 
some preliminary skirmishing, concentrated 
their efforts on an amendment to the bill pro- 
viding for farmers’ credit based on corn, cot- 
ton, wheat, and other products. 

The conservatives dubbed this corntassel 
currency.“ and tried to laugh it out of court. 

President Wilson sought to induce the in- 
surgents td withdraw their proposals on the 
understanding that a system of farm credits 
would be established at the next session of 
congress independently of the currency plan. 

But the insurgents were not to be deterred, 
The more they argued for their farm credits 
the more strength they accumulated. Final- 
ly Underwood and Glass capitulated and 
agreed to the intertion of a provision for the 
discount of farmers’ paper. 

But they did not surrender until it became 
apparent that the insurgents were in control 
of a majority of the caucus. 


Wilson Finds Opposition. 

This week the insurgents are going to try 
to amend the bill so as to prohibit interlock- 
ing directorates in national banks. This is 
another question that the president thinks 
ought to be dealt with separately, and the 
administration leaders are going to do all 
they can to head off any action along this 
line. Underwood and Glass are confident 
they can defeat this insurgents on this point. 

Henry and his following have been con- 
tending every day for the abolition of the 
interlocking directorates and for the adoption 
of other reforms recommended in the re- 
port of the Pujo money trust investigating 
_committee. The conservatives have ex- 
pressed their pain that any gentleman should 
be guilty of the bad form of mentioning the 
money trust inquiry or its findings. 

This division of the house Democrats is 
not unexpected, but few observers thought it 
would come so son. 

Ever since the election there have been 
prophecies that the 289 Democrats in the 
house could not hang together many months. 
They have a majority of 143, which is about 
100 too many. The Democratic leaders them- 
selves admit that it would be easier to hold 
the party solid if their majority were not 
more than fifty. 

Caucus Crisis This Week. 

The concession offered by Underwood and 
Glass on farm credits is that agricultural 
paper shall be rediscounted within reason- 
Able linitations in the discretion cf the fed- 
eral reserve board.” 

That the administration forces, as well as 
the insurgents, realize that the crisis will be 
reached in caucus this week was indicated 
by statements issued today by Speaker Clark 
and Representative Henry. Mr. Clark in- 
dorsed the administratiön bill in toto. 

Mr. Henry attacked it.on the ground that it 
closely resembles the Aldrich plan and, fur- 
ther, because, in his opinion, it does not make 
provision for the rediscount of warehouse 
certificates issued against wheat, cotton, 
corn, and other agricuitural products, 

Rack of the Henry proposal stands what is 
regarded in congress as the most formidable 
organization of farmers in the United States 
They are the growers of cotton. Speaking in 
behalf of this interest. Representative Henry 
has frankly seid on a number of occasions 
that his purpose in seeking the discount of 
agricultural warehouse certificates was to 
enable the farmers profitably to hold their 
products until they could get the prices they 


demand.

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| belonging to Peruvian citizens was a simple 


matter. The “trouble lay in the fact that 
after a long dispute Chile had ceded Anto- 
fagasta to Bolivia, provided Bolivia did not 
charge export duties on the products of 
Chilean industry. As all such products were 
nitrate of soda it would have been useless to 
have put heavy export duties on the Peru- 
vian products unless some arrangement 
could be come to by which the same duties 
would be placed on the Chilean products. 

A secret treaty with Bolivia with this as the 
ultimate object led finally in 1878 to war be- 
tween Chile on the one side and Peru and 
Bolivia on the other. In this war Chile took 
away Bolivie’s sea coast provinces and 
Peru's nitrate provinces, 

As a consequence, Peru found herself lack- 
ing most of the mineral resources of Pizar- 
ro's time, minus the nitrate fields, with a 
large amount of her guano exhausted and her 
credit so poor as the result of having repu- 
diated many of her debts, that she could only 
borrow money on the most substantial se- 


curity. 
Pinola Fights Against Graft. 

The one bright spot through all these 
troubles has been Nicolas de Pierola. He 
constantly stirred up revolutions to oust the 
parties who to his mind were ruining his 
country. Though at one time dictator and at 
another president, he died last June a poor 
man. This is a remarkable record in a 
country in which becoming president and 
becoming rich have been practically synon- 
ymous. 

In his achim ration an electoral law was 
passed. t fs uhder this law that at the 
present tine the favorable sign can be wit- 
nessed of the Supreme court throwing: out 
elections because unfair. Due to his efforts 
the opposition of the church, which even to- 
day is subsidized by the government, was 
overcome sufficiently to permit the passage 
of a law legalizing marriages performed 
by foreign officials and the ministers of 
churches other than the Roman Catholic. 

He established the gold standard in Peru 
in spite of the bitter opposition of the upper 
classes, whopall large land owners, preferred 
to keep the accounts of their semi-serf labor- 
ers in a constantly depreciating silver cur- 
rency. . 

Debt Settlement the Need. 
The greatest needs of the country have been 


velopment of its resources. 

Due to the dishonest and inefficient govern- 
ments which had obtained practically con- 
tinuously the foreign debt of Peru, including 
arrears of interest, amounted in 1889 to £22,- 
908.651. To free Peru of this debt the bond- 
holders, organized as the Peruvian corpora- 
tion, were ceded the state railways and cer- 
tain other rights for a period of sixty-six 
years in return for assuming the responsi- 
bility for this debt. 

However, as neither party carried out the 
agreement a new one with different terms 
was signed in 1907. This gave the foreigners 
control of the means of communication. As 
in Mexico, the land owning, governing, aris- 
tocratic class would not put any money into 
developing the country. Therefore, foreign 
capital had to be gotten. Good terms had 
to be given to induce it to take the risk of 
entering a country with such an unstable 
government. 7 

Encouraged American Capital. 

President Leguia, the predecessor of the 
present President Billinghurst, encouraged 
the entry particularly of American capital. 
) Railways and mines represent the chief in- 
vestments. 

With the growth of these investments has 
come a feeling that the foreigner is gaining 
control of the country. At the same time 
the comparatively high wages paid by these 
companies and their freedom from péonage 
in their labor dealings have introduced a dis- 
| turbing factor in the semi-feudal conditions 
which exist on the big estates. the main sup- 
port of the aristocracy. 

This has started amongst the upper classes 


the settlement of its foreign debt, the open- | 
ting of means of communication and the de- 


a feeling against foreigners which has not 
gone far as yet, but is steadily gaining 
ground. It is shown by the constantly in- 
creasing unjust attacks appearing in the 
newspapers against foreign corporations, 
such as the Cerro de Pasco Mining company, 
the Peruvian corporation, and the Singer 
Sewing Machine company, though the latter 
can in no way be considered as exploiting 
the country. 

In addition to the upper land owning class 
and the semi-serf Indians working on their 
estates or in the country, there has grown 
up in Peru a third class. This is the laboring 
c.ass in-the cities and on the big industrial 
enterprises. They are gradually learning 
their power. 

Two years ago the foreigner, particularly 
the American, was welcome everywhere. 
Recently the attitude of this third class has 
become one of growing hostility. It is even 
reflected in the actions of the market women 
in Tuna, who, formerly always pleasant to 
foreigners. have recently become grumpy 
and discourteous. This is the result of the 
newspaper campaign carried on against the 
foreigner, and is also due to the arrival in 
the country of Spanish labor agitators ex- 
pelled from the Argentine. These men have 
organized strikes and succeeded in creating 
a hostile feeling to both foreign capital and 
the Peruvian upper class. 

Government Candidate Defeated. 

When the time came for the last presi- 
dential elections the government as usual 
had an official candidate, who would have 
been elected in the ordinary case, due to the 
control of the election machinery being in 
the hands of the government, However, for 
three days there was violent rioting in Tuna 
by tue laboring class and many of the small 
shopkeepers. As a consequence congress de- 
clared Billinghurst, the people’s candidate, 
elected. 

The upsetting of the former corrupt sys- 
tem of elections was a good thing in itself. 
Billinghurst, however, is not a strong enough 
or big enough man to carry matters through 
for the best good of the country as a whole. 
Naturally he is disliked by the upper classes, 
who will make trouble for him at every op- 
portunity. He can be sure of the support of 
the laboring classes only so long as he sup- 
ports them in their constant demands for 
shorter hours and greater pay. 

Labor in Peru is at the present time well 
paid but inefficient. It is also scarce. All 
this operates to Peru's disadvantage by com- 
parison with other countries. 


Country Must Be Developed. 

If Peru is going ahead, it has got to be de- 
veloped. The rich Peruvians will not do it; 
the poor ones cannot. There remains only 
the foreigner. He has started, but is now 
commencing to meet not only opposition from 
the rich and the poor Peruvians but from the 
government as well. 

President Billinghurst is opposed to the 
foreign corporations which exist, and puts 
every obstacle in the way of the entry of new 
ones, 

Immigration from northern Europe would 
help matters by injecting into the country a 
class which would work for its development 
and would at the same time demand just gov- 
ernment. At present there is nothing to at- 
tract this class as individuals. One attempt 
was made by an American looking to the 
formation of a company to place white im- 
migrants in the country. President Billing- 
hurst would not have it. 

The question has to be asked, Is Peru fol- 
lowing the same road as Mexico? 

There are the same semi-feudal conditions 
as in Mexico, te same unwillingness of the 
rich to put their money in the development 
of the country, the same welcoming at first 
of the, foreign investor, followed later by 
jealousy of his success and fear of his con- 
trolling the country. There is the same ad- 
vancement of the country because of the 
foreign presence and the money and new 
ideas which he has brought. 

Will the struggle of the ignorant lower 
classes for a greater liberty and the opposi- 
tion to the foreigner bring the same disorder 
as in Mexico? As matters are going at pres- 
ent, it seems only a question of time.

“It has come to our attention that four 
or five police officers from the Englewood 
station were called to the state's attorney's 
office last Thursday and Friday and their 
official conduct questioned. 

“The officers forced to appear at the 
state's attorney 's office and submit to what 
appears to have been a rigid cross examina- 
tion and reprimand were the officers sent 
to the mass meeting of the citizens of En- 
glewood when they met to discuss and pro- 
test against the inaction of Mr. Hoyne in 
two cases against men charged with mis- 
treating two little girls, 7 and 8 years old, in 
Englewood. 

The officers came in response to a tele- 
phone request to the station when we 
learned it was likely representatives from 
Mr. Hoyne’s office would be on hand to cre- 
ate a disturbance, if not break up the meet- 
ing. 

Bell Fails to Appear. 

We understand Mr. Bell made charges 
against these officers and others who he said 
“restrained and interfered’ with him, and 
yet when the officers requested at the hear- 
ing in the state’s attorney's office that Mr. 
Bell be brought in and point out the men 
guilty of misconduct, Mr. Bell did not appear. 

The police officers on duty in no way mis- 
conducted themselves. They did not in any 
way ‘restrain’ the state’s attorney's aids 
until it became absolutely necessary to pre- 
vent serious trouble. 

Ik the state’s attorney had any complaint 
to make against the officers why did he not 
go to the chief of police or before the civil 
service commission. 

“The action of Mr. Hoyne’s office under 
such circumstances as this would ‘ndicate he 
wanted the officers to stand by while his rep- 
resentatives break up a peaceful gathering 
of citizens. To ask that would be in effect to 
demand that they stand by and see the law 
broken.” 


Urges Protection for Girls.

The reason that more than thirty-two did 
not respond to Mr. Dickinson's invitation, of- 
fered in the spring, was that the others dam- 
aged or lost their hydroaeroplane models in 
practice trials on Lake Michigan and in the 
park lagoons.
